Mail delivered on the four city 
carrier routes in Gettysburg during 
a five-day survey period last week 
exceeded by ll per cent the num­ 
ber of pieces 
distributed 
on 
the 
same routes during a similar period 
of time last October, Postmaster C. 
A. Williams revealed today. 
A total of 23,037 pieces of mail 
were delivered in Gettysburg last 
Monday to Friday, inclusive, during 
the regular semi-annual survey of 
city routes conducted by Postmaster 
Williams and his assistant. Geiorge 
P. Black. 
Those figures are 
ex­ 
clusive of the packages delivered by 
the parcel post in the town, which 
numbered 1.134 packages. 
The fig­ 
ures for tho parcel post are about 
the same as for the survey period 
in 1935. 
Among the parcel post deliveries 
were 969 ordinary packages, 117 in­ 
sured packages and 48 C O D. de­ 
liveries. 
The parcels weighed 6.319 
pounds and the mail delivered dur­ 
ing the same period by the foot car­ 
riers weighed a total of 2,570 pounds.

Bushy Run Park 
Do you know that 
a 
memorial 
park in Westmoreland county com­ 
memorates the battle of Bushy Run 
fought between Colonel Henry Bou­ 
quet and the Ottowa, Delaware, and 
Other Indian tribes, August 5 and 
6. 1763? 
Colonel Bouquet 
had 
been dis­ 
patched to carry' arms, ammunition, 
and supplies to the colonists at Fort 
Pitt who were reported to be in des­ 
perate circumstances and surround­ 
ed by enemy Indians. * It was on 
this expedition that Coloned Bou­ 
quet met the Indians at Bushy Run 
and defeated them in 
a stubborn 
two-day battle, then continuing on 
to Fort Pitt and rescuing the colon­ 
ists. This has come to be regarded 
as one of the most important bat­ 
tles in American history. 
Bushy Run battlefield park is lo­ 
cated 30 miles east of 
Pittsburgh 
near Jeannette. 
It can be reached 
from U. S. Route 30 at Greensburg 
via Route 963, or from route 30 east 
of Ariamsburg. 
This park contains 6'^ miles of 
interesting foot trails, and a mile 
and a half motor drive encircles 
the park. What Is known as Indian 
Big House is an exact replica of tile 
Leni-Lenape Ceremonial Lodge with 
its sacred fire-places 
and 
sacred 
drums. 
Tills building is now being 
used as a meeting place for many 
organizations 
throughout 
western 
Pennsylvania. 
A museum contian- 
ing many relics of 
the battlefield 
and implements used by early col­ 
onists is a feature of the park. 
The park is also equipped with 
facilities for tourists in all kinds of 
weather, including a supply of good 
water, tables and 
benches, and
